Leaking Windows at 
Old Age Housing 


‘There are some leaking windows 
at the Wilmington Old Age Housing 
Project, Chairman James Dona- 
hue of the WHA estimated that the 
number is 31, in Tuesday’s meet- 


‘The Wilmington Housing Author- 
ity has written to the State Hous- 
ing Board for permission to spend 
$2500, to repair the windows and 
install a fan in the boiler room, 
Apartments near the boiler room 
are too hot, and the fan is needed 
to divert the excess heat elsewhere 

Donahue told the other members 
of the Authority Tuesday evening 
that the same problem exists inthe 
Woburn Old Age Authority, and that 
the State Board understands the 
problem, The fan has already been 
installed, under the direction of 
Housing member Wilson Belbin, 
$375 of the $2500 was allocated 
for this, 

The windows are another pro- 
blem, and an inspector from the 
State Housing Board is to inspect 
them, They have metal sash, and 
have dropped in position, some a 
little and some more, The ‘stool’ 
below the window may be the cause. 
They do not seem to have the cor- 
rect ‘pitch’ to cause the rainwater 
to flow outward from the windows, 

Wilson Belbin told the authority 
members Tuesday evening that he 
had employed a brick mason last 
Saturday, to see what could be done 
to one window. 

‘They had knocked out the caulk- 
ing and tried to ‘jack up’ the win- 
dow, but found that it was impos- 
sible to raise the window without 
spending a lot of money, or else 
breaking or buckling the sash, 

The mason set a ‘round price’ 
of $95 to $100 to put the window 
back into its original position. 

Belbin said that instead he had 
a suggestion that they have the 
stool cut, so as to afford the pro- 
per slope, and then caulk the win- 
dows, from above, where gaps are 
starting to show. This would cost, 
he estimated, about $28 a window, 


Vacancy 

The four members talked over 
the problem of replacing Mr, For- 
rest, who resigned about a month 
ago, 

Both Donahue and Mrs Kasabus- 
ki were in no hurry to replace Mr 
Forrest, They observed that the 
Board of Selectmen had taken its 
own time in the replacing of a 
Town Manager, 


And, with Mr Crispo, they did 
not seem to have the name of any 
person to nominate for the job, 

Mr Belbin told the other mem- 
bers that a member of the Board 
of Selectmen had called them all, 
‘with a name that he, the Selectman 
was Suggesting. 

None of the other members had 
had such a cali, or so they in- 
sisted, Belbin went on to refresh 
their memories, and said that they 
had been called before 7:30 that 
evening, by the Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, 

Again the three members denied 
getting a call, and Mrs Kasabuski 
recalled that she had talked with 
the chairman on the telephone on 
another subject, and he had men- 
tioned in an aside the name of a 
Person he wanted on the Housing 
Authority, The Chairman, she 
said, had not called her or other- 
wise spoken on the subject. 

Chairman Donahue saidhe hadno 
information, nor had he been given 
any resume on any person as a 
candidate. 

But, he said, there is a vacancy, 
and it would be up to the WHA to 
initiate a joint meeting with the 
Board of Selectmen, for the pur- 
pose of electing a replacement, 

Belbin moved that the board send 
a letter asking the Selectmen for 
a joint meeting, on June 26th, Mrs 
Kasabuski voted No, andthe others 
Yes. 

That seemed to settle the mat- 
ter, but later in the evening the 
board reconsidered, and voted not 
to send a letter ‘at this time’,

There was a bit of to-do, Mon- 
day night at the Selectmen's meet- 
ing over’ the gas license at Elia’s 
store in North Wilmington. 

The license had been renewed 
a couple of years ago, with the pro- 
visions that it would be void if not 
in use in three years, and that the 
ingress and egress from the gas 
station to Middlesex Ave. should 
be approved.

Wood made it clear during the 
process of the hearing that it was 
to be the Mobil Company who had 
contracted to buy and operate the 
gas station. Several of the Sel- 
ectmen were heard to be ponder- 
ing the question afterwards as to 
what was in the offing, since noone 
could fathom how Mobil could oper- 
ate with a 3000 gallon storage ca~ 
pacity, the restriction on the un- 
derground storage, 

A lMeense was granted to Bob 
Brown on Main Street at the Esso 
Station to store cars for leasing 
to the public, 

Chairman Miceli made a state- 
ment about the Shell Oil permit 
in North Wilmington, He said he 
had heard rumors that the permit 
was not legal, and that if their 
storage was not used in a year it 
would mean the license was null 
and void, 

Miceli said he wished to kill this 
rumor in the bud - that the Town 
Counsel had said that {t wasn’t so,
